Metro Line 
back on track 


Public transit. City still 
must review safety 
documentation before 
trains roll, but 'no

After the long-delayed Metro 
Line LRT passed crucial sig¬ 
nalling tests over the week¬ 
end, city officials said they 
are now “cautiously optimis¬ 
tic” trains will roll by May. 

That optimism comes in 
part thanks to the city ac¬ 
quiring “most” of what they 
need from the lead consult¬ 
ant, Toronto-based Thales 
Group. 

“Thales has initiated the 
handover of the Metro Line 
but it is not complete as of 
yet,” said Dorian Wandzura, 
general manager of trans¬ 
portation services. “The next 
step for us is to review and 
evaluate the safety docu¬ 
mentation.” 


Thales Group, who was 
contracted by the city to meld 
the new and old signalling sys¬ 
tem, was having troubles put¬ 
ting the two systems together. 

Once the evaluation of 
Thales’ work is complete, city 
officials said the city would 
take over full control of the 
line. He added the city is still 
aiming for a May opening 
date. 

Testing of the line went 
well over the weekend, not¬ 
ing just a few issues with the 
tracks and timings at some 
intersections. 

“There’s been no showstop¬ 
pers in the information we’ve 
seen or the testing we’ve 
done,” said Wayne Mandiylc, 
with transportation services. 

The Metro Line will add an 
estimated 13,200 daily passen¬ 
gers to Edmonton’s LRT load 
and eventually continue past 
its current terminus at NAIT 
to connect St. Albert to the 
city. 

City officials said operators 
are still training for the open¬ 
ing of the line. 

“We’re still cautiously 
optimistic that we’re going 
to open in four to six weeks,” 
Mandiylc said.

Politics. Cleared of 
wrongdoing, MLA says 
he is not going to run 
in the next election 


The Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive party has cleared him of 
wrongdoing in the Edmon- 
ton-Ellerslie nomination con¬ 
test, but MLA Naresh Bhard¬ 
waj is not going to run in the 
next election. 

In a statement released 
Monday morning, Bhardwaj 
said that even though he had 
been cleared, he was with¬ 
drawing as a candidate. 

“It is with deep regret 
that I am announcing today 
that I will withdraw my can¬ 
didacy with the Progressive 
Conservative Association of 
Alberta,” reads Bhardwaj’s 
statement. 

Bhardwaj said in the state¬ 
ment he would continue to 
pursue his defamation claim 
against Balbir Sidhu, who 
made bribery allegations, in 
a sworn statement against 
Bhardwaj. 

“I continue to vigorously 


work to clear up this matter, 
with full and complete con¬ 
fidence that my innocence 
will be proven,” reads the 
statement. 

In the sworn statement, 
which contains unproven al¬ 


legations, Sidhu claimed that 
Bhardwaj or one of his asso¬ 
ciates offered him $10,000 to 
withdraw his support from 
Bhardwaj’s challenger in the 
race. 

Bhardwaj said in the re¬ 


lease he was also prepared 
to co-operate fully with any 
police investigation, which 
NDP MLA Brian Mason has 
called for.

Police spokesman Scott Pat-

Outlying communities costly for police 


Edmonton Police spend 20 
per cent of their time and 
more than $27 million deal¬ 
ing with people who aren’t 
from the city. 

The numbers come from a 
report presented to city coun¬ 
cillors Monday, as they try to 
make a case that the province 
should be chipping in more 
for policing costs. 


“It was what we suspect, 
which is that we do a lot of 
work on the front lines deal¬ 
ing with people who are not 
from Edmonton,” said Mayor 
Don Iveson about the report. 

The province provides $13 
million in policing grants to 
the city. 

Iveson said with the grim 
economic picture the prov¬ 


ince is facing, he doesn’t ex¬ 
pect relief will be coming, but 
he hopes to make the case 
over the long term. 

“This is a long game and 
these problems took years to 
develop (and) they are not go¬ 
ing to be solved overnight,” 
he said. 

Coun. Dave Lolcen was 
even more pessimistic. 


“We have nothing but 
doom and gloom in terms of 
the provincial budget coming 
down. I’m not optimistic we 
will see anything more and 
we may see less,” he said. 

Police commission chair¬ 
man Shami Sandhu said the 
data the force dug up con¬ 
firms what he expected. 

City council turned down 


the police for 49 new pos¬ 
itions in the budget last De¬ 
cember. Sandhu confirmed 
Monday that he will ask coun¬ 
cil to reconsider in the weeks 
ahead before tax notices are 
mailed out. 

“It will just be to reiter¬ 
ate how important we think 
those positions are.”

Construction. Buckled 
girders forced closure 
of Groat Road, which 
may not reopen until 
April 7 in worst case

Motorists hoping for relief 
from the closure of Groat 
Road should cross their fin¬ 
gers Wednesday morning, 
as the contractor attempts a 
major lift of the bridge’s four 
damaged girders that could 
see it snap back into shape. 

A 1,200-tonne crane is 
in place at the bridge to lift 
the damaged girders, which 
paralyzed traffic when they 
buckled during assembly last 
weekend. 

Barry Belcourt, the city’s 
manager of road design and 
construction, said that if the 
buckled girders snap back 
into shape when the crane 
takes up their weight, the 
city might not have to re¬ 
move them. 

“If we can stabilize the 
girders safely in place, that 
means we could open up 
Groat Road sooner,” Belcourt 
said during a press confer¬ 
ence Monday. 

Belcourt said work will 
start Tuesday to attach the 
crane to two of the damaged 
girders. He said when the 
girders are lifted, the city will 
be able to decide what hap¬ 
pens next. 

In a best-case scenario, if 
the girders don’t have to be 
removed, Belcourt said the 
city could potentially open 
Groat Road by the end of this

create other issues. 

Four councillors debated 
the issue Monday at council’s 
service committee, but other 
councillors wanted a chance 
to weigh in, and the issue was 
moved to the full council. 

Coun. Dave Loken said the 
proposal was another in a 
troubling line of bylaws that 
deal with essentially personal 
issues. 

“I’m getting really tired 
of these in-your-backyard, in- 


your-living-room, in-your-face 
bylaws,” he said. “I think we 
better start concentrating on 
things that actually matter.” 

While the city has received 
only a small handful of com¬ 
plaints, Coun. Ben Henderson 


said improving the bylaw so it 
can allow officers to deal with 
the worst offenders is the least 
council can do. 

“Bylaws are there to deal 
with the jerks and they’re not 
deahng with the jerks.”

Andrew Leach is pushing for 
the city to plan ahead and “day¬ 
light” the Mill Creek ravine as 
it readies to build the Valley 
Line LRT. 

“Here we have a perfect op¬ 
portunity with construction 
exactly where you would need 
construction to be to bring 
back one of the most import¬ 
ant parts of our ecosystem,” 
Leach said. 

“Daylighting” is a term used 
for the recent push to open up 
rivers and streams that have 
been covered by concrete as 
cities have grown. 

Leach argues that the re¬ 
opening of the Mill Creek rav¬ 
ine isn’t “essential” to the con¬ 


struction of the Valley Line but 
that planning needs to be done 
before shovels hit the ground. 

“It would be an incredible 
natural amenity to have right 
in the core of the city,” he said. 
“We know how much Edmon¬ 
tonians value the river valley... 
well this is an integral part of 
the ecosystem.” 

Leach added that the city’s 
first environmental impact 
assessment report for the Val¬ 
ley Line outlined the ravine as 
a priority to re-establish, but 
the most recent report skirts 
around the issue. 

He plans on attending a 
public hearing on the line Wed¬ 
nesday to make his point. 

“If we want to send an im¬ 
age of Edmonton to people 
who visit Edmonton, this 
would be a fantastic legacy 
piece.”

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Bill would ban tanning beds for minors 



Politics. Proposed law 
an attempt to reduce 
rates of skin cancer 


Alberta hopes to help protect 
young people from getting 
skin cancer by banning them 
from using indoor tanning 
beds. 

Legislation introduced 
Monday would prohibit any¬ 
one under 18 years old from 
using the beds, which aim to 
bronze the skin by bathing 
people in ultraviolet rays. 

These UV rays also in¬ 
crease the risk of young 
people developing skin can¬ 
cers later in life, including 
potentially deadly melanoma. 

“The Skin Cancer Preven¬ 
tion Act is a major step for¬ 
ward in the effort to reduce 


rates of melanoma in our 
province,” Health Minister 
Stephen Mandel said. 

The proposed law would 
also ban advertising directed 
at minors about artificial tan¬ 
ning and prohibit self-service 
artificial tanning equipment 
in public places. 

Tanning salons would also 
be required to post warnings 
about the health dangers of 
indoor tanning. 

Violetta Ambrozulc, 31, 
who has terminal melanoma, 
said she wished there had 
been such a law when she 
started indoor tanning at the 
age of 16. 

Ambrozulc said she was 
diagnosed at 25 and has been 
told her cancer is spreading. 
She makes a point of telling 
teen girls who tan at the gym 
she attends to beware. 

“They have no idea what 


skin cancer is, let alone mel¬ 
anoma or the dangers of it,” 
she said. 

“It has been hell. Had 
somebody approached me 


when I was 16 and told me, I 
would never had this cancer. 
It is horrible.” 

Sarah Hawkins of the Can¬ 
adian Cancer Society said 


melanoma is one of the fast¬ 
est-growing preventable can¬ 
cers and research indicates 
that using indoor tanning 
equipment during youth in¬ 


creases the risk by nearly 60 
per cent. 

“Too many Alberta teens 
are put at a significantly high¬ 
er risk of developing melan¬ 
oma — the deadliest form 
of skin cancer — by using 
indoor tanning equipment,” 
Hawkins said. “We encour¬ 
age the government to pass 
and proclaim this legislation 
without delay.” 

Mandel said he hopes the 
bill will pass this spring. 

The U.S. National Cancer 
Institute says teen girls make 
up a growing number of tan¬ 
ning bed customers. 

Alberta Health estimates 
one in three 17-year-old girls 
in the province has used in¬ 
door tanning equipment. 

Of those who have tanned 
indoors, two-thirds report 
having started before they 
were 16. the Canadian press

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Report warns of threats to fresh water

Blue Betrayal. Ottawa

Canada is taking its vast fresh¬ 
water resources for granted, 
wrecking them in the process, 
says a scathing new report. 

Titled Blue Betrayal, the 
report warns climate change, 
industrial farming, melting 
glaciers, oil, gas and mineral ex¬ 
traction, and dumping of waste 
(sometimes toxic) into water¬ 
ways all threaten our diminish¬ 
ing water supplies. 

The report, authored by 
Maude Barlow, of the Council 
of Canadians, a non-govem- 
mental organization, accuses 
Ottawa of turning its back on 
water resources to advance 
energy industiy interests. 

“On both sides of the border, 
we continue to see the Great 


Lakes as a dumping ground for 
our toxic waste, and, more re¬ 
cently, as a carbon corridor to 
transport tar sands bitumen, 
tracked gas and fracking waste- 
water,” Barlow said on Monday, 
calling those the “most danger¬ 
ous energy sources on Earth.” 

A big chunk of the report 
talks about steps Ottawa has 
taken that have made fresh¬ 
water resources more vulner¬ 
able, such as targeting scientific 
institutes and projects that did 
important work. Included in 
that list is the plan to dismantle 
the Experimental Lakes Area 
(ELA), the world’s leading fresh¬ 
water research institute. The fa¬ 
cility has been saved temporar¬ 
ily by the Ontario and Manitoba 
governments. 

The report accuses past Lib¬ 
eral and Conservative govern¬ 
ments of allowing Canada’s 
lakes, rivers and groundwater 
to deteriorate. 


It doesn’t paint a healthy 
picture of the Great Lakes, a 
source of livelihood for more 
than 40 million people in Can¬ 
ada and the U.S. 

It says there are at least 204 
pollutants in the Great Lakes, 
including plastic in various 
forms. Great Lakes fish are load¬ 
ed with contaminants like mer- 
cuiy, dioxins and lead, it adds. 

Mark Mattson of Lake On¬ 
tario Waterlceeper says Toledo’s 
drinking water advisoiy last 
summer was a wake-up call 
that “we can’t take the Great 
Lakes for granted.” 

Toledo’s nearly 500,000 
residents were told not to 
use water for drinking, cook¬ 
ing or bathing in August 2014 
after tests at a treatment plant 
showed dangerous toxin levels 
due to a toxic algae bloom in 
Lake Erie, from which the city 
draws its drinking water.

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Study sees dramatic fell in number 
of immigrants who become citizens 


The percentage of immigrants 
who become citizens has been 
dropping dramatically in recent 
years — from 79 per cent to 26 
per cent among people who ar¬ 
rived between 2000 and 2008. 

Sounding the alarm is for¬ 
mer citizenship director gen¬ 
eral Andrew Griffith, who sug¬ 
gests that recent reforms which 
raised barriers to becoming 
a citizen could lead to immi¬ 
grants’ widespread disengage 
ment from Canadian public life 
and identity. 

His analysis of the impact 
of the Conservatives’ reforms 
shows that the new version of 
the citizenship test has adverse 
ly affected applicants from vis¬ 
ible minorities more than those 
with European roots. 

“In the past, citizenship was 
viewed as a stepping stone to 


immigrant integration, and it 
should be done earlier on,” said 
Griffith, who will present his 
study, Multiculturalism in Can¬ 
ada, at a three-day national im¬ 
migration and settlement con¬ 
ference in Vancouver that starts 
Thursday. “These changes have 
made it harder and prohibitive 
for some to acquire citizenship, 
turning Canada into a country 
where an increasing percent¬ 
age of immigrants are likely to 
remain non-citizens, without 
the ability to engage in the Can¬ 
adian political process.” 

Citizens are protected by 
the Charter of Rights and Free 
doms, can vote in elections and 
are entitled to Canadian pass¬ 
ports. Not only do permanent 
residents not have those priv¬ 
ileges, they are also vulnerable 
to revocation of their status and 


removals from Canada. 

Based on latest government 
data, Griffith found that the 
ratio of permanent residents 
who eventually become cit¬ 
izens has been in decline since 
2000 and has dropped most 
rapidly in recent years. 

Only 26 per cent of perma¬ 
nent residents who settled in 
Canada in 2008 have acquired 
Canadian citizenship, com¬ 
pared with 44 per cent for the 
wave of immigrants settling in 
2007, and 79 per cent of those 
who arrived in 2000. 

The permanent-resident-to- 
citizen conversion rate gener¬ 
ally rises the longer immigrants 
have been in Canada. But an 
18-per-cent decrease between 
the 2008 and 2007 cohorts is 
alarming, Griffith said.

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Cruz joins 2016 U.S. presidential race

Sen. Ted Cruz opened the 
first major campaign of the 
2016 U.S. presidential sea¬ 
son Monday with a kickoff 
speech courting cultural 
conservatives and declaring 
that he will devote himself 
to “reigniting the promise of 
America.” 

One of several Republican 
hopefuls to rise from the 
Tea Party movement, Cruz 
spoke at Liberty University, 
the college founded by the 
late Rev. Jerry Falwell, hours 
after a wee-hours tweet an¬ 
nouncing his White House 
bid. The choice of the college 
was meant as marker against 
potential rivals who are also 
counting on Christian con¬ 
servatives to fuel their candi¬ 
dacies. 

Cruz addressed his re¬ 
ligious faith, his father’s 
Cuban roots and his un¬ 
questioned conservative cre¬ 
dentials, saying “for so many 


Americans the promise of 
America seems more and 
more distant.” 

And he asked the enthusi¬ 
astic crowd to “imagine a 
president that finally, finally, 
finally secures the borders.” 

“Imagine a simple flat 
tax,” he said. “Imagine abol¬ 
ishing the IRS.” 

He spoke on the fifth an¬ 
niversary of President Bar¬ 
ack Obama’s health-care law 
— legislation that prompted 
Cruz to stand for more than 
21 hours in the Senate to 
denounce it in a marathon 
speech that delighted his Tea 
Party constituency and other 
foes of the law. Cheers rose in 
the hall when Cruz reminded 
the crowd Monday that Lib¬ 
erty University filed a suit 
against the law right after its 
enactment. 

“God’s blessing has been 
on America from the veiy 
beginning of this nation and 
I believe that God isn’t done 
with Americans,” Cruz said. 
“I believe in you. I believe 
in the power of millions of 
courageous conservatives ris¬ 
ing up to reignite the prom¬ 
ise of America. And that is 


that is why, today, I am an¬ 
nouncing that I am running 
for president of the United 
States of America.” 

Cruz, a divisive figure in 
his own party, is not expected 
to be the sole GOP contender 
for long. Former Florida Gov. 


Jeb Bush, Wisconsin Gov. 
Scott Walker and two Senate 
colleagues, Kentucky’s Rand 
Paul and Florida’s Marco 
Rubio, are eyeing campaign 
launches soon. 

For his announcement, 
Cruz bypassed Texas, which 


he represents in the Senate, 
as well as early nominating 
states such as New Hamp¬ 
shire, where Mitt Romney 
kicked off his own campaign 
for the GOP nomination in 
2012, and Iowa.

Ted Cruz’s announce¬ 
ment that he’s run¬ 
ning for president has 
renewed questions about 
his Calgary birthplace 
and whether the Texas 
senator’s Canadian roots 
leave him ineligible to 
make a bid for the Oval 
Office. 

They don’t, American 
constitutional scholars 
say, because Cruz’s 
mother was a U.S. citizen 
when he was born. His 
Cuban father became a 
citizen in 2005. 

The fact that Cruz’s 
mother is Delaware-born 
satisfies the U.S. con¬ 
stitution’s requirement 
that a president must 
be a “natural-born U.S. 
citizen,” experts agree. 


Police ice probe of alleged gang rape, detailed in magazine 


A five-month police investiga¬ 
tion into an alleged gang rape 
at the University of Virginia, 
described in graphic detail in 
a Rolling Stone article, pro¬ 
duced no evidence of the at¬ 
tack and was stymied by the 
accuser’s unwillingness to 
co-operate, authorities said 
Monday. 

The article, titled “A rape 
on campus,” traced the stoiy 
from a student identified only 
as Jackie, who said she was 
raped at a Phi Kappa Psi frater¬ 
nity house on Sept. 28, 2012. 
It also described a hidden cul¬ 


ture of sexual violence fueled 
by binge drinking at the col¬ 
lege. Police said they found no 
evidence of that, either. 

There were numerous dis¬ 
crepancies between the article 
and what they found, said 
Charlottesville Police Chief 
Timothy Longo, who was care¬ 
ful not to characterize Jackie’s 
account as a false allegation. 

The case is suspended, 
not closed, and the fact that 
investigators could not find 
evidence years later “doesn’t 
mean that something terrible 
didn’t happen to Jackie,” Lon¬ 


go said. 

He appealed for anyone 
with information about the 
case or any sexual assault to 
come forward, and he even 
said Jackie may one day be in 
a place where she would be 
comfortable explaining what 
happened. 

“There’s a difference be¬ 
tween a false allegation and 
something that happened 
that may have been different 
than what was described in 
that article,” Longo said. 

Asked if Jackie would be 
charged with making a false 


report, he said: “Absolutely 
not.” 

Accurate or not, the article 
heightened scrutiny of sexual 
assaults on college campuses. 
Even before it was published, 
the U.S. Education Depart¬ 
ment revealed a list of 55 col¬ 
leges, including the University 
of Virginia, under investiga¬ 
tion for the way they handled 
sexual assault allegations. 
President Barack Obama’s 
administration launched a 
campaign to end campus sex 
assaults. 

Longo said Jackie first de¬ 


scribed a sexual assault when 
she met with a dean in May 
2013 about an academic issue, 
but “the sexual act was not 
consistent with what was de¬ 
scribed” in the Rolling Stone 
article. The dean brought in 
police, but Jackie didn’t want 
them to investigate and the 
case was dropped. 

After the article was print¬ 
ed in November, she met with 
police, this time with an attor¬ 
ney, and again refused to talk. 
Discrepancies in the article 
were soon found by news or¬ 
ganizations. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Review 


Rolling Stone printed an 
apology and asked the 
dean of the Columbia Uni¬ 
versity Graduate School 
of Journalism to conduct 
a review of the article, by 
Sabrina Rubin Erdely, and 
its editorial process. The 
magazine is expected to 
publish those findings in 
a couple of weeks.

Cod stocks improving but recovery 
is still years away, researchers say 


Scientists tracking northern 
cod stocks off Newfoundland 
say there are hopeful signs of 
recoveiy but that any lifting 
of an almost 23-year-old com¬ 
mercial fishing moratorium is 
likely a decade away. 

There are more fish, and 
they’re both larger and older, 
said George Rose, director of 
the Centre for Fisheries Eco¬ 
systems Research at Memorial 
University’s Marine Institute 
in St. John’s. 

The northern cod morator¬ 


ium, which threw thousands of 
people out of work after it was 
announced July 2, 1992, was 
initially to last two years. Rose 
was among those scientists 
who predicted it would take 
much longer for stocks to re¬ 
bound from a complex blend of 
overfishing, mismanagement 
and environmental factors. 

Warming water trends 
could ultimately help cod and 
caplin, a vital food source on 
which cod depend and which 
also collapsed in the 1980s, 


Rose said. 

The role of growing seal 
populations is another hotly 
debated topic around fish 
stock recoveiy. What, if any¬ 
thing, should be done about 
seal populations is “a political 
decision,” said Jeffrey Hutch¬ 
ings, a biologist at Dalhousie 
University in Halifax. But like 
Rose, he stressed that severely 
depleted fish stocks don’t just 
bounce back even after over¬ 
fishing stops.

Female execs bring 
bigger profits: Study 


Leadership. Many 
firms slow to make 
workplaces more 
women-friendly 


Evidence is growing that it 
pays for a company to have 
equal numbers of male and 
female managers. 

A study last year found 
units at multinational catering 
company Sodexo that had 
equal numbers of men and 
women in management roles 
delivered more profits more 
consistently than those dom¬ 
inated by men. 

Companies are trying to in¬ 
crease the number of women 
in executive positions, yet 
many are struggling to do so 
because of a failure to adapt 
workplace conditions in a way 
that ensures qualified women 
do not drop off the corporate 
ladder, surveys show. 

In a survey last year of 366 
companies, consultancy Mc- 
Kinsey & Co. found that those 
whose leadership roles were 
most balanced between men 
and women were more likely 
to report financial returns 
above their industry median. 

Companies with more bal¬ 
anced leadership do a better 
job recruiting and retaining

talented workers, reducing 
the costs associated with re¬ 
placing top executives, Mc- 
Kinsey found. They also have 
stronger customer relations 
because management better 
reflects the diversity of society, 
and they tend to make better 
business decisions because a 
wider array of viewpoints is 
considered. 

While most big compan¬ 
ies now have programs to in¬ 
crease gender diversity, many 
executives express frustration 
these programs aren’t work¬ 
ing. McKinsey found that 63 
per cent of the employers it 
surveyed had at least 20 initia¬ 
tives to address gender equity, 
but women held less than a 
quarter of the top jobs in 92 
per cent of the companies. 

A woman’s prospects for 
promotion fall off at every 


step of the career ladder, ac¬ 
cording to a separate survey 
of 130 large companies con¬ 
ducted by McKinsey in 2012. 
While women made up 37 per 
cent of the total workforce, 
they comprised 22 per cent 
of middle managers, 14 per 
cent of senior managers and 
vice-presidents, nine per cent 
of executive committee mem¬ 
bers and two per cent of CEOs. 

The real challenge for em¬ 
ployers is to hire, train and 
promote talented women so 
they have a pipeline of quali¬ 
fied female candidates when 
they need to fill senior roles. 

“We’re on the cusp of a 
revolution,” says Caiy Cooper, 
a professor at Lancaster Uni¬ 
versity Management School in 
Britain. “If organizations don’t 
allow more flexibility, more 
autonomy, they’re just going 
to keep losing (women).” 

A recent study at Harvard 
Business School urged a re¬ 
think on why more women 
aren’t getting and keeping top 
jobs. The study, released in De¬ 
cember, found that while men 
and women start out with 
similar career goals, women 
progress more slowly because 
of institutional hurdles and 
the demands of spouses for 
them to manage family re¬ 
sponsibilities.

PUT A LEASH ON IT, ALREADY 


Concrete measures are needed to protect Edmonton's trail users from the threat of dog bites

Props to the guy for pushing a stroller 
along the top of Saskatchewan Drive 
in the morning; fathers who look 
after their kids during the workday 
get gold stars. You get no gold stars, 
however, for letting your big brown 
hound chase me and then chomp my 
hand, hard. Luckily, I was wearing 
mittens, so the bite didn’t break the 
skin, but it left a bruise. 

The guy apologized. I ran off as 
quickly as I could to avoid being at¬ 
tacked again. 

Anyone who uses Edmonton’s 
trails and isn’t an irresponsible pet 
owner knows this story well. Over the 
years, as the city has increased areas 
available for off-leash dogs, it’s be¬ 
come a wild west for canine aggres¬ 
sion. 

The response from canine owners 
is often galling: Ifyou’re a cyclist pass¬ 
ing through Laur ier Park and a dog at¬ 
tacks you, even ifyou’re riding in the 
area designated for bike use, it’s your 
fault for being “in” an off-leash area. 

Friends in other cities (cities that 
have fenced-off areas for dog parks) 
think I’m a lunatic for running 
through off-leash areas, but we’re 
talking about huge swaths of the Riv¬ 
er Valley that often link routes with¬ 
out other feasible connections. 

The city records about 200 inci¬ 
dents of reported dog aggression an¬ 
nually. I couldn’t find statistics specif¬ 



ic to off-leash areas and the appropri¬ 
ate city rep was unavailable. Nonethe¬ 
less, I think that the number is grossly 
under-reported. 

When I tried to report being bit¬ 
ten, I discovered that you require the 
dog’s licence number or the owner’s 
personal information to do so. While 
this makes sense, it’s also completely 
impractical to search for information 


on an aggressive dog’s collar after 
you’ve been bitten. 

When you try to obtain the 
owner’s personal information, my ex¬ 
perience is you get verbal abuse. Once, 
I pointed out to a woman that her 
small dog was wandering, unattend¬ 
ed, on popular mountain bike trails 
(which were also not an off-leash ar¬ 
ea). She unleashed (pun intended) a 


torrent of unprintables at me. 

Sure, many of you who are pet 
owners will say, no, that’s not me. And 
of course, there are degrees. There are 
plenty of dog owners who behave well 
—holding onto your dog when others 
approach, standing between the dog 
and others, ensuring that your dog 
comes when called, muzzling your 
dog if he or she is nippy. Or, heaven

forbid, keeping your pet on a leash. 

Cyclists, too, can be jerks. I have a 
hate-on for cyclists who don’t use 
their bells and who take blind corners 
at full speed. 

But the bad behaviour in dog 
parks seems to be reaching an apex. 
My stepdad won’t take our family 
dog, a smaller breed, to the off-leash 
area because he’s afraid of dog at¬ 
tacks. A friend living near Terwilliger 
won’t go there on the weekend be¬ 
cause she’s tired of being harassed by 
dog owners and their dogs—and 
lives in fear she or her children will 
be seriously hurt. 

Incidentally, the city encourages 
concerned dog owners to volunteer as 
monitors for off-leash areas. This 
seems a weak solution to what I think 
is a bigger problem. What is required 
is a broader recognition of our shared 
goals as trail and park users — safety 
—and then concrete measures, such 
as fenced-off dog areas to protect the 
rest of us.

This week, the Harper govern¬ 
ment will extend and expand 
our supposedly no-boots-on- 
the-ground, six-month military 
mission in Iraq. 

The purpose, according to For¬

The reality is this soon-to-be-

Amid the ruins 
of war, a young martial

Framed by the dramatic 
backdrop of Kabul’s ruined 
Darulaman palace, Abbas Ali- 
zada throws lcung fu punch¬ 
es, kicks and spins, watched 
by an eager young crowd. 

Dressed in a white vest, 
black trousers and light 
shoes despite the bitter Af¬ 
ghan winter, Alizada bears a 
striking resemblance to his 
idol — legendaiy martial arts 
movie star Bruce Lee. 

Alizada twirls his nun- 
chulcs in front of the shell- 
blasted walls of the former 
royal palace, an evocative 
monument to the 35 years 
of war that have ravaged Af¬ 
ghanistan.

Music. Drake 
collaborator Chilly 
Gonzales explains why 
people fear classical 
music, and why it’s 
time they got over it 


It was a childhood visit to an 
art galleiy, chaperoned by 
his father, that first ignited 
Chilly Gonzales’s passion 
for rendering esoteric pieces 
more accessible. 

It wasn’t really the art that 
inspired the Canadian-reared 
pianist (born Jason Beck), but 
how his dad struggled to ap¬ 
preciate it. 

“He couldn’t decide if he 
liked the painting until he 
read the title and the para¬ 
graph that tells you some¬ 
thing about it,” said Beck dur¬ 
ing a phone interview from 
Germany. 

“I was touched by the fact 
that my dad needed that stoiy 
to guide him through. I think 
those people also deserve to 
enjoy creative things. 


“That’s why I’ve always 
done a lot of context-build¬ 
ing.” 

In fact, it’s become a 
mission for the acclaimed 
43-year-old musician, who 
has collaborated with Drake, 
Leslie Feist and Daft Punk 
(which merited Gonzales a 
Grammy Award for album of 
the year). 

Last year he released Re- 
Introduction Etudes, a book 
of 24 easy-to-master piano 
pieces designed to inspire 
lapsed players. And in a You¬ 
Tube series called Pop Music 
Masterclass he’s been cheer¬ 
fully dissecting hits including 
ILoveMalconnen’s Tuesday. 

On Tuesday, Gonzales re¬ 
leases the solo album Cham¬ 
bers, which uses piano and 
strings to sketch links be¬ 
tween Romantic-era chamber 
music and modern pop. 

CP: Why is it that people are 
daunted by classical music? 

There’s something about in¬ 
strumental music... it must 
be some childhood reaction 
to the fact that we were told 
this was high art. It’s the rea¬ 


own experience. 

CP: What was that process 
like, of shaping your career? 

I went through moments 
where I tried to shave off the 
rough edges, all though my 
20s. 

It wasn’t working. 

Eventually I moved to 
Berlin and decided I would 
approach my career the way 
a rapper would. 

I took the name Chilly 
Gonzales for that reason. It 
was audibly a fake name and 
I was going to ... have some¬ 
what of a cartoonish per¬ 
sona, and at the same time 
tiy to put a lot of musical 
depth into what I do. 

That was the gamble I 
took because I wanted to cre¬ 
ate my own lane. 

The artists I respect the 
most created their own lane. 
Whether it’s Daft Punk or 
Drake or Leslie Feist, they 
really did carve something 
out. And the proof is many 
people tiy to imitate them, 
and veiy few are able to 
succeed.

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Breastfeeding is good for the brain 



Well-being. Effects of 
being breastfed continue 
into adulthood, boosting 
intelligence, education 
and earnings, regardless 
of socio-economic status, 
research paper shows 


People breastfed as infants 
have higher intelligence 
scores in adulthood, and 
higher earnings, accord¬ 
ing to a study published 
last week that tracked the 
development of 3,500 new¬ 
borns over 30 years. 

And, critically, the socio¬ 
economic status of moth¬ 
ers appeared to have little 
impact on breastfeeding re¬ 
sults, according to a paper 
published by The Lancet 
medical journal. 

“The effect of breast¬ 
feeding on brain develop¬ 
ment and child intelligence 
is well established,” lead 
author Bernardo Lessa Horta 
of the Federal University of 
Pelotas in Brazil said in a 
statement. 

What has been less clear, 
is whether the effects per¬ 
sist into adulthood, and 
whether a mother’s socio¬ 
economic status or educa¬ 
tion level played a bigger 
role in the outcome of previ¬ 
ous studies than her choice 
to breastfeed or not. 

“Our study provides 
the first evidence that pro¬ 
longed breastfeeding not 
only increases intelligence 
until at least the age of 30 
years but also has an impact 
both at an individual and 
societal level by improving 
educational attainment and 
earning ability,” said Horta. 

“What is unique about 
this study is the fact that, in 
the population we studied, 
breastfeeding was not more

common among highly edu¬ 
cated, high-income women, 
but was evenly distributed 
by social class.” 


Horta and a team ana¬ 
lysed data from another 
study of children born in Pe¬ 
lotas in 1982. 

Information on breast¬ 
feeding was compared to 
IQ test results at the aver¬ 
age age of 30 years, as well 
as the educational achieve¬ 
ment and income of 3,493 
participants. 

“The researchers divid¬ 
ed these subjects into five 
groups based on the length 
of time they were breastfed 
as infants, controlling for 
10 social and biological vari¬ 
ables that might contribute 


to the IQ increase includ¬ 
ing family income at birth, 
parental schooling, genomic 
ancestry, maternal smoking 
during pregnancy, maternal 
age, birth weight, and de¬ 
livery type,” said the state¬ 
ment. 

“While the study showed 
increased adult intelli¬ 
gence, longer schooling, and 
higher adult earnings at all 
duration levels of breast¬ 
feeding, the longer a child 
was breastfed for (up to 12 
months), the greater the 
magnitude of the benefits.”

“Our finding that pre¬ 
dominant breastfeeding 
is positively related to 
IQ in adulthood also sug¬ 
gests that the amount 
of milk consumed plays 
a role.” 

In a comment also 
carried by The Lancet, 
Erik Mortensen of 
the University of Copen¬ 
hagen said the findings 
had important public 
health implications. 

“However, these 
findings need to be 
corroborated by future 
studies designed to focus 
on long-term effects and 
important life outcomes 
associated with breast¬ 
feeding.”
